They Have Power to Regulate 


Railway Rates. 


WITHIN THEIR OWN BOROERS 


j United

cision In Minnesota Rate Case, Unan-

Imously Holding in Favor of State 


ar.d Against Federal Control of Traf­ 


fic Exclusively Within States. 


Washington, Ju n e 10.— The suprem e 
court has just handed down the long 
awaited 
decision 
in 
the 
Minnesota 
1 rate 
case. 
The 
»court 
unanimous 
ly decided in favor of the state* and 
1 against federal control. 
The railroads 
1 thus lose their fight on the big princi 
pie involved in the case 
They had 
hoped through this litigation to shake 
off 
most 
of 
the 
burdensome 
rates 
which the authorities of many state* 
have fixed for intra state traffic and t»> 
establish the control of th** interstate 
com m erce commission 
in 
all 
case» 
where there is a conflict between its 
authority and the authority of the 
state ofivcials. 
T h e effect of the decision Is to sus­ 
tain the power of the state railroad 
commissions and state legislators to 
fix 2-c**nt passenger or other rates on 
business exclusively within th** state-*, 
provided a lw a y s that the rates are not 
confiscatory. 
T h e supreme court in this im portant 
decision holds clearly, however, th at 
congress has the power to override 
state authority as regards the fixing 
of rates which affect Interstate bust 
ness whenever the national legislature 
shall elect to exercise such authority 
In putting this problem frankly up 
to congress th e re is apparently little 
hoi>o of immediate relief for the ran 
roads. 
As to the specific effect of the deci 
sion upon the railroa»ls immediately 
Involved, the court holds th at the rate* 
fixed by the Minnesota state author! 
ties in the case of the G reat Northern 
and Northern Pacific are not conftsca 
tory. 
These reduced rates on intra 
sta te business will therefore go into 
effect, the rates up to this time having 
been held up by an Injunction granted 
by 
the lower court. 
The suprem e 
co u rt’s decision on this point, however, 
1* without prejudice and it will he poe 
slble for th** railroads to reopen the 
case in the future if they can prove 
th a t the rates are confiscatory. 
In the case of the Minnesota and 8t 
Louis railroad company, whtch was the 
other interstate line involved In the 
proceedings, the rates fixed b> 
the 
Minnesota authorities are held to be 
confiscatory and will not therefore go 
Into effect. 
While only the single case involving 
the authority of the Minnesota- rail 
road and warehouse commission was 
decided, tnor«* than forty cases were 
before the court involving generally 
the same principle. 
A legal gain** of bide and seek be 
tween the governm ent and the Adam* 
Express company was summ arily end 
ed by the suprem e court when it held 
that the company may he criminally 
prosecuted for violation of interstate 
com m erce laws. 
Th** d e p a rtm e n t of 
Justice and the interstate commerce 
commission have been fighting for this 
ruling for years. 
Ohio federal courts 
held that because the company is a 
“joint stock association” and not a cor 
poration. It could not be prosecuted 
Itself, and that only mem bers of the 
“association" who are difficult to find 
with subpenas. could be held. 
“ It has been notorious for years that 
some of th** gr»*at express companies 
have been organized as stock com pa 
nies for the express reason, it seem«, 
to 
evade 
this 
law," 
said 
Justice 
Holmes 
The court 
declared 
there 
was “ no doubt that congress intended 
to mak»* express companies amenable 
to the law." 
The decision was unant 
mous. 
Convictions of five officials of th# 
American Naval Stores company at 
S avannah — th»* 
so-called 
turpentine 
t r u s t —for criminal 
violation of 
the 
Sh erm an law* w**re set aside by the 
suprem e * »m? because of an e rro n e ­ 
ous Instruction of the trial Judge 
Of­ 
ficials of tin* d e p a rtm e n t of justice, 
however, did riot regard the decision 
as generally unfavorable to the crim­ 
inal section of th*- Sh erm an law. They 
never believed that they had a strong 
case
